Dear Ms. Best: 

This is a final response to your 20 December 2017 appeal to the Agency Release Panel 
(ARP) regarding your request for records according to the Freedom of Information Act 
(FOIA). 

The ARP carefully considered your petition and determined that the appeal should be 
partially granted. As the Executive Secretary of the ARP, I am the CIA official 
responsible for informing you of the appellate determination, described more fully in what 
follows. 

The Agency conducted a reasonable search calculated to locate records that might reflect 
an open or otherwise acknowledged relationship with the CIA. Two documents previously 
released under a separate review program were located. Copies of these documents are 
enclosed. We also located material that was not originated by the CIA. This material 
appears to be relevant to your request, and has been referred to the originating agency for 
review and direct response to you. 

With respect to other records that might reveal a classified or otherwise unacknowledged 
connection with the CIA, in accordance with Section 3.6 (a) of Executive Order 13526, we 
can neither confirm nor deny the existence or nonexistence of such records. The fact of the 
existence or nonexistence of such records is itself currently and properly classified and is 
intelligence sources and methods information protected from disclosure by Section 6 of the 
CIA Act of 1949 and Section 102A(i)(l) of the National Security Act of 1947. Therefore 
the appropriate FOIA exemptions are (b)(1) and (b)(3). Exemption (b)(3) pertains to 
information exempt from disclosure by statute. The relevant statutes are Section 6 of the 
Central Intelligence Agency Act of 1949, and Section 102A(i)(l) of the National Security 
Act of 1947. 

In accordance with the provisions of the FOIA, you have the right to seek judicial review 
of this determination in federal district court. Alternatively, the Office of Government 
Information Services (OGIS) offers mediation services to resolve disputes between FOIA 
requesters and federal agencies. Using services offered by OGIS does not affect your right

Dick Cook, of the White House staff, asked 
any of the facts surrounding the death of Sergey Kurdakov. I 
told Cook that while we had no direct involvement in this case, on the basis 
of an inquiry from Senator Thurmond's office, we made inquiry and learned 
that Kurdakov had acquired a revolver for his protection and that on or about 
New Year's eve in the presence of a female friend and presumably as a prank 
put the revolver to his head. Uiderftie mistaken impression that the chamber 
was empty, Kurdakov squeezed the trigger and accidentally shot himself. 

I emphasized that this information was acquired by us secondhand more than 
a week ago and we could not attest to its accuracy.

Soviet aide in Laos defects to U.S.

Vientiane, Laos 
A Soviet Embassy official who disappeared 
Sept. 10 has defected to the United States by 
means of a carefully planned car crash, 
according to usually reliable sources. 

Yevgeni Soroklne, who Is listed as an 
interpreter at the Soviet Embassy In the 
Laotian capital, disappeared the night an 
embassy car he had been driving crashed 
into trees on the road to the aii^port. 

The United States has since announced in 
Washington that a request by Mr. Soroklne 
for political asylum was being considered. 

The sources said I/aotlan police who rushed 
to the crash scene did not find any indication 
that Mr. Soroklne was Injured. 


Passersby earlier had seen a white man in 
civilian clothes arrive In a taxi near the badly 
damaged vehicle, pick up another white man, 
and speed about 200 yards to the bank of the 
Mekong River on tlie Laos-Thailand border, 

Mr, Soroklne left his wife Tatiana and their 
child at a Soviet Embassy film showing, 
obstenslbly on his way to another film 
showing at a French compound on the airport 
road, the sources said. 

They added that on hearing of the car 
crash, Soviet officials searched all Vientiane 
hospitals for Mr. Soroklne. But by then he had 
crossed the Mekong into Thailand and ar¬ 
rived at the U.S, Air Force base at Udon 
reportedly as planned by American agents.
